DUTEH NEW GUINEA
“EAPLORES AEPORT

RN, .
Shows Dutchmen Inhabited the Is-
land as Far Back as 1828 —
Only Recently Colonized.

The Hague, Netherlinds, Aug.—
(Cortespondence of The Associnted
Pross)—Reporta of Duteh coloninl ex-
peditions which have recently com-
pleted the preliminary explorgtion of
Dutch New Guiuea bring to light
many stories of remarkable feats of
endurance gand discovery, For about
soeven years oflicers of the Duteh Col-
oninl Army with BEuropean and na-
tive soldiers and cooles have been
making a complete map of the eolony
and .this work I& now finlshed. Duteh
New Guinea is about fourieen times
as large as the Netherlaads and was
settled by a few Dutelinen us long
20 a8 1828, but was only officially
recognized ns o colony late last ecen-
tury. In comprises the greater part
of the island of Papua in the South
Scas. ’

In the course of the map work,
whieh was attended by great difficul-
tles and some loss of life all the mem-
bers of the expeditionary force un-
derwent severe privations and suffer-
ed considerabe sicknoss, Their lives
were In danger from hostile ‘natives
as they passed up unknown rivers
und cul thelr way through almost im-
pencirable virgin bush 'or clambered
high mountains covered with eternal
snow and mnever before ascended by
white men. .

The couhtry was fonnd to bo fairly
thickly populated én some parts and
the natives in the interior were among
the most primitive in the world, Many
of them had never before come into
contact with white men and fied at
their approach, go that the explorers
in some instances could not obtain
data as 4o thelr customs, language,
measurements or’, mode  of living,
